Speaking  In  Tongues 
QUESTION:  I  am  a  senior  in 
high  school  and  have  felt  God’s 
call  to  the  ministry.  Lately,  I 
have  been  attending  church 
with  one  of  my  teachers  who  is 
a  member  of  the  Assembly  of 
God  Church.  In  one  service  at 
least  two  members  of  the  con¬ 
gregation  began  “speaking  in 
tongues.”  Is  speaking  in  tongues 
for  Christians  today?  I  have 
studies  chapter  14  of  1  Corinth¬ 
ians,  which  treats  the  subject, 
yet  I  am  not  sure  of  the  answer. 

ANSWER:  What  you  heard 
was  an  individual  making  un¬ 
intelligible  sounds,  or  as  we  say 
nonsense  syllables.  Isn’t  that 
right?  This  is  a  strange  pheno¬ 
mena  but  can  be  explained.  It 
is  a  kind  of  “splitting  off”  of 
the  mind  from  normal,  critical 
and  reasonable  behavior  —  pre¬ 
cisely  what  occurs  in  hysteria 
and  under  hypnosis.  Then  the 
person  thinks  at  the  same  time 
and  says  that  he  is  saying  what 
he  thinks.  Actually  he  is  not 
saying  anything.  Then  an  in¬ 
terpreter  comes  along  and  says 
he  thinks  the  weak-willed  speak¬ 
er  says.  “That  is  exactly  what 
I  was  saying  ”  There  is  t-eaily 
no  mystery  about  this  except 
the  mystery  of  what  occurs  un¬ 
der  hypnosis. 

The  New  Testament  gift  of 
tongues  was  the  gift  to  speak 
in  another,  known  language.  It 
began  at  Pentecost  when  “ev¬ 
ery  man  heard  them  speak  in 
his  own  language  (see  Acts  2:8, 
8).  In  1  Cor.  14  the  word  “un¬ 
known”  is  a  faulty  translation 
as  any  modem  translation 
shows.

All  of  our 
neighboring  Southern  states — except  Oklahoma— have  le¬ 
galized  liquor.  In  these  wet  states  the  sale  of  liquor  is  eith¬ 
er  a  state  monopoly  or  under  the  control  of  a  state  agency. 

Here  in  these  states  with  such  legal  controls  one  would 
surmise  that  the  blight  of  bootlegging  would  disappear.

She  spoke  on  “The  Role  of 
the  Church'  in’the  Prevention  of 
Alcoholism'*  before  jurists,  cler¬ 
gymen.  scientists,  educators, 
physicians  and  social  welfare 
workers  attending  the  Institute. 

Mrs.  McKnigbt  said  the 
churches  must  do  four  things 
before  they  can  fulfill  their  ob¬ 
ligation  of  working  to  prevent 
alcoholism.  “They  must  be  made 
aware  of  their  responsibility  in 
the  field  of  alcoholism;  they 
must  get  a  deep  concern  for  the 
alcoholic  and  the  moderate 
drinker,  as  well  as  tbe  innocent 
victims  eauaed  by  both,  they 
must  reemphasise  man’s  moral 
responsibility  to  God  and  his 
fellow  man:  and  they  must  rec¬ 
ognise  the  relationship  between 
this  responsibility  in  alcoholism 
and  the  central  mission  of  the 
church.” 

In  the  prevention  of  alcohol¬ 
ism,  Mrs  McKnighf  added, 
churches  must  lead,  and  not  fol¬ 
low  secular  institutions,  because 
they  are  charged  with  the  moral 
Issues  of  society. 

One  in  Every  Nine 

Dr.  Andrew  C.  Ivy.  chairman 
of  the  department  of  clinical 
sciences  at  the  University  of 
Illinois,  told  the  institute  par¬ 
ticipants  that  one  drinker  out 
of  every  nine  will  ultimately 
become  an  alcoholic. 

The  research  scientist  con-' 
tended  that  8.000:000  of  the  etf 
timated  60.000.000  Americans 
who  drink  regularly  have  be¬ 
come  '  problem  drinkers.” 

He  said  more  than  209,000 
new  alcoholics  are  appearing  in 
this  country  every  year  and- that 
at  the  present  rate  ‘  every  fam¬ 
ily  in  America  will  be  plagued 
by  one  or  more  alcoholics.”

Rev.  William  T.  Carlson,  of 
Mobile,  Alabama,  has  accepted 
the  pastorate  of  the  Eastlawn 
Church,  Pascagoula.
